By unilaterally 
deciding to turn in this script, you have compromised both Stan and myself 
professionally. 

L understand that Michael Miner was pressuring you to be paid, but your response to 
him should have been that you had to wait for the approval of the rest of your team 
before yau could do so. Michael is well aware that we have functioned in this manner in 
the past and although he may have grumbled a bit he would have understood and accepted 
this fact. I am afraid that your actions may have jeopardized the project bath with 
Universal and Marvel. 

If so, I hope the damage can be repaired and that in the future we will operate as we 
have in the past -- as a team who share the same goal -- a successful screen adaptation 


of Ironman.
